oment: Up to late January the ee Ore ee Larer ‘ivfield was cccu- 
pied by Uro ground attack regiments. DBur’ng the neriod fron 19 to 2% January, 
Sipaeniun of pevconocl anc equipment convsnually left tie installation for 
Staalon anc Cocboriunz. Thuring the sane pericd troops and caubeccnt were truns- 
ferrea Trea coryncuchen te Jucterbog. Up to the present ocrneuc’.cn has been 
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occupied by tio bomber regiments. Thus it is belioved that from 19 January 

to carly February the ground personel of one bomber regiment were transferred 
from verneuchen to ducterbog and the ground personnel of one ground attack regi~ 
ment from Jucterbog to Staaken. The shipments which took place between 6 and 

8 February possibly represent the second stage of the transfer, involving the 
shifting of the second bomber regiment from \lerncucien to Jucterbog and the 
second ground attack regbsent from Jucterbor. Tt is indicated that the second 
ground attack reginent from Jucterbog has been sent to Brandenburg=Briest, a 
field presently occupied by a fighter regiment. There have been no signs that 
this unit is to be transferred. The field at Brandenburg-irado, so far unoceu~ 
pied, is believed suitable for a ground attack reginent. 
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
